Youthful Builders 


For every case of youthful, disorderly conduct 
that makes the headlines, there are probably 1,000 
or 10,000 worthy youth activities that are never 
mentioned. For the sake of balance and prespec- 
tive, a littie more attention should be given to build- 
ers rather than burners. 

The Pulaski News of Pulaski, Wisconsin, must 
have been inspired by this thought when it devot- 
ed a large part of a late issue to the work of Pu- 
laski High Schoo! students in preparing the local 
high school for the 1971-72 school year. The 
“News” prominently displayed pictures showing 
students assembling new tables and assisting in 
carpeting, paneling, painting and waxing in prepar- 
ation for the opening day. In one picture, an indus- 
trious student is painting a representation of the 

- school’s mascot on the high school’s gym floor. The 
editor of the Pulaski News succeeded magnificently 
in potraying a normal side of American life — a 
side that predominates in most communities and 
provides a silent denial to the common cry that 
America is sick and falling apart. 


Contradictions! 


Amidst reports of a federal deficit in the neigh- 
borhood of $28 billion next year, portions of Presi- 
dent Nixon’s speech to Congress on meeting the 
challenges of peace are worth repeating. The Pres- 
ident said, relative to government spending, “To 
spend more than we can afford or to tax less than 
we can afford is the sure route to prices higher 
than we can afford.” He also said: “Regimentation 
and government coercion must never become a way 
of life in the United State. Price and wage stabil- 
iZation, in-whatever form it takes, must be only a 
way-station on the road to free markets and free 
collective bargaining in a new prosperity without 
war 


Deficits of the magnitude now predicted seem 
to indicate to a great many peopie that the country 
is following the route to “. prices higher than 
we can afford.” They also indicate that regimenta- 
tion and government coercion could, indeed, ’be- 
veme a way of life in the United States.

Much hue and cry emenates of late about how 
much money the legislature is spending-~and how 
they're spending it-~-to remodel the state capitol 
and furnish individual legislator's quarters. 


Such things as casual conversation with old 
friends or hometown acquaintances leading to 
contracts—awarding jobs und buying inaterials 
without competitive bids—s900 desks, $500 chairs, 
and $20 wallets—these and other remodeling 
sidelights have raised considerabie questions about 
what's going on under the capitol dome. 


The legislators respond that to do their job 
properly, they are only doing what’s necessary and 
prudent. actually saving the taxpayers money 
because they cut red tape and get things done. 


Those charged with overseeing the remodeling 
and refurbishing contend that someone has to do the 
Job, and they're doing the best they can. 


Discussion can go on and on, both ways 
problems and procedures. 


about the 


But the real problem with the legislature, in my 
view, is the mania of the members to spend more 
and more time on the job. 

Most legislators consider the position a full-time 
job—more properly, perhaps,-a double time job. 
They have to work year-around, they contend, so 
they need staff aides, and secretaries, and offices 
and everything that goes with a high-salaried, top- 
responsibility, combination of policy-making and 
administrative position. 

That's where the basic mistake is made. Serving 
in the state legislature of Michigan should not be a 
full time occupation. It should not require year- 
around, day-in-day-out attention. 

The lawmakers should come into the capitol 
every year—or every two years, perhaps—to write 
the state’s budget, amend a few laws that aren’t 
working weil, adopt a few new laws of the need has 
been shown, and then go back home. 


The whole process ought to take no more than 90 
days or so a year, and the trappings of office could 
be reduced accordingly—including the pay. 

The day-to-day operation of state government 
ought to be left up to the army of fulltime state 
employees~-including the top elected and appointed 
officials—and not involve the members of the 
legislature. 

But | fear things have gone long past the point 
where Michigan can return to a more direct, sim- 
pler. more logical method of legislating. The logical 
place to change the focus rests with the legislature 
itself; and it is obviously illogical to expect that a 
majority of those within the present system will 
agree to such basic changes. 

This is one reason the drive teward a unicamera) 
legislative system is gaining momentum at this 
time. 

A one-house system would indeed he a basic 
change, hopefully the number of lawmakers would 
be reduced, and hopefully the new body could ap- 
proach its responsibilities in a basic, simple 
Manner. 


My nominee for the diplomat of the year goes to 
the federal official in San Francisco who had to field 
a query about the President's wage-price freeze:

The hardest thing about 
solving some problems is ad- 
mitting that they exist. Once 
over the “honesty gap,” it 
gets easier to talk about an- 
awers, solutions, formulas 
for action. This is particu- 
larly true when approaching 
drug abuse; we dragged 
through several tragic years 
in the United States without 
acknowledging drug abuse 
problems. 


Bui now, many communi- 
ties have taken the first step. 
They've taken a long, hard 
look at themselves and writ- 
ten candid notes on what 
they found: addiction in 
many American cities and 
towns, big and small; experi- 
mentation turning into ha- 
bituation; escapiam in pills, 
leaves, powders, liquids; 
Dad's too many martinis; 
Mom’s pill parade; Junior's 
skin popping now and then, 
and then, and then again. 


After the investigations 
and the studies, and after 
the admission of real trouble 
—~if it exists—the next ques- 
tion is obvious: What do we 
do? What do I do? It’s at 
this point that many commit- 
tees have made a mistake. 
People have panicked, and in 
their panic have rushed out 
to establish anything, some- 
thing. called a drug abuse 
program: lectures, panel dis- 


cussions, classroom confer- 
ences, hot lines, drop-out 
centers, drop-in centers, 


storefronts, basement coffee 
houses, rehabilitation clin- 
ics, on and cn and on, Some 
of these programs have been 
effective, but some have been 
a dismal waste of time and 
money. 

What has been missing 
has been a careful analysis 
of community needs and 
community resources. Once 
such an analysis has been 
made, then a community can 
consider the alternatives to 
panic.

Today's Subject: Marijuana—The "Innocent' Drug 


Marijuana is probably the best known drug to most parents 
because for years we have been hearing about it. Marijuana 
has long been in use in what we now term minority groups, 
but now it has spread across the land like cancer. Its manu- 
facture and distribution is, of course, prohibited by taw except 
for approved research purposes. 

Marijuana is the dried flowering or fruiting top of the plant 
Cannabis Sativa, L., commonly called Indian Hemp. Usually 
it looks like fine, green tobacco. It is smoked in pipes or cigar- 
ette form. Hashish, also a preparation from Cannabis, is taken 
orally in many forms, and infrequently it is made into candy, 
sniffed in powder form, tmnixed with honey for drinking or with 
butter to spread on bread, The primary effect is a feeling of 
great perceptiveness and pleasure and an exaggerated sense 
of ability, resulting from even small doses. Erratic behavior, 
loss of memory, distortion of time and spatial perceptions, and 
hilarity without apparent cause occur. There is a marked un- 


Of course, these reactions are usual in the user of alcohol, 
too, but with the drug user there is no alcoholic breath odor. 
Breath odor though is most always unpleasant. 

Because of the visions and exhilaration whicl result from 
the use of Marijuana, abusers may lose all restraint and act in 
a manner dangerous to themselves and others. User is usually 
accident prone because of his time and space sense upheaval. 
Dependence leads to anti-social behavior and could be the fore- 
runner to use of other, far more deadly drugs. 

Street terms (names) for Marijuana are: joints, sticks, reef- 
ers, weed, grass, pot, muggles, mooters, Indian hay, locoweed, 
Mu, giggle-smoke, Griffo, Mohasky and Mary Jane. 

By the millions, and rightfully so, parents are more and 
more concerned or even panicked about drug use. Most disturb- 
ing is that drugs, especially Marijuana, are becoming popular 
even among junior high and high school students. One 37-year- 
old father said in a recent interview, ‘My seven-year-old daugh- 
ter can spell Marijuana. I never heard of it until I was in col- 


On and near by high school and college grounds, raids and 
arrests for possession of Marijuana and other drugs are increas- 
ing across the country. Simple possession of Marijuana is a 
felony — rightly or wrengly — that can be punished by jail 
terms of 2 to 10 years or more. Drug use is, without doubt, 
becoming a way of life for some young people ~ and, for an 
untold but large, if not larger number of adults also. And so, 
think about these things, my friends — we are al! in this to- 
gether. As adults, it is up to US to head this thing off in our 
community. To do this we must all know more ahout drugs, 
their use and misuse. Will you be with me next week? I hope 
a0, What we are studying is for a very worthwhile cause!

At our 
Grayling Board meeting last Fri- 
day night, our Supervisor stated 
that he believed that he could 
not abide by the opinions of those 
who attend hearings. That by 
their nature, these people are 
prejudiced and represent only 
themselves. That he goes out in- 
to the community and asks opin- 
ions of those he speaks to. 

If this be true, why hold public 
hearings? It continually amazes 
me that our public officials at 


they are omnicient. That they 
know better than we do what 
is good and helpful for us all. 
Public heatiigs are held im o7- 
der to get the public’s opinion! 
If both sides do not appear — 
maybe it is not because a small 
minority are more interested and 
vocal — but because they repre- 
sent the majority who do care, 
and there is no minority at all, 

There are now almost two 
dozen of us actively campaign- 
ing legally through a lawyer, 
and also through the referendum 
petition route. We hope this let- 
ter will help you understand two 
issues that affect us all which 
are at stake in our quarrel with 
the Township Board. We hope 
you will both understand-and 
join us. Thank you.
